Government Experts Predict 


Yield of Fruit of All Kinds

Washington. July 9.—A record fruit 
rop this year '.a predicted by the 
landing committee on statistics and 
tandards of the United States cham- 
ier of commerce. In a report of in- 
•estigations of trained observers all 
ver the country it-is stated "that 
he general prospect for a large yield 
3f fruit of all kinds, w;th the possible 
xception of peaches, has not been 
equaled at any time during the past 
.ecade, save in 1912." 
The peach crop was severely dam- 
aged by the cold early spring. Okla- 
loma, most of Arkansas and a large 
part of Kansas suffered the heaviest 
oss to its peach crop. Damage less 
evere was reported in south central 
issouri, southern Mississippi, north 
vestern Alabama, south 
and east 
Texas, southwestern Georgia, western 
entucky, western Tennessee, south- 
ern Iowa and portions of North Caro- 
ina. Elsewhere the outlook for the 
,each crop is so promising that a nor- 
nal yield can be expected.
